| Specimen of Book-keeping, after the Italian Manner, by a 
double Entry into the Leidger, called Merchant's Ac- 
compts, and adapted to Tradeſmen and Shop-keepers, 
that either retail their Stock, or manufacture it, or both; 
which in the Leidger of this Book is included under one ge- 
neral Article or Head, intituled Merchandixs. 

Having given a Specimen of Book-keeping, after the modern 
Way of Blr and Creditor, I now proceed to the Italian 
Method of Book-keeping, called Merchants Accompts; becauſe it 
is in . only practiſed by them. But as the ſame may be 

ſed by Tradeſmen, eſpecially thoſe who deal in an wholeſale 
Way, I firft exhibit a ſhort Specimen of it in a domeſtic 
Method, which will greatly help to the right Underſtanding 
the Merchant's Method of Book-keeping, whoſe Dealings run 
very much in foreign Affairs. The firſt Thing neceſlary, is 
an Inventory of your Eſtate, that is, an exact and particular 
Account of all thoſe Things, wherein your Eſtate conſiſts, 
as Ready-Money, Wares, and Debts. The whole whereof 
makes up your Eſtate, which we call STock. | 

Now, obſerve, that each of the Particulars, whereof your 
Inventory conſiſts, are made Debtors to Stock, in your Leidger, 
and for thoſe Debts which you owe, Stock is made Debtor. 

Stock being thus made Debtor, for what you owe, andhaving 
Credit by all thoſe Particulars, of which your Eftate conſiſts, 
and the Debts that are due to you, you will have a true Proſ- 
pect of the Worth of your Eſtate ; for that muſt conſequent- 
ly be ſo much, as wil make the Debtor's Side of Stock in your 

idger, equal to the Creditor's _ R

As every particular Article in _ Inventory, muſt ſtand 


charged, and be made Debtor to Stock, in your Leidger, for 
the Part of your Eſtate it contains; ſo it muſt be again diſ- 
charged, and made Creditor by any Variation of the Property; 
becauſe there is a new Debtor ſubſtituted in the Place of the 
former. | 

And here you are to obſerve two general Rules. 1. That 
every Entry in your Leidger, is to be wrote double. The 
Debtor or Account charged. The Creditor or Account diſ- 
charged; ſo that every Debtor muſt have its anſwering Credi- 
tor, and every Creditor mult have its Debtor, and each of 
them, exactly correſpondent to the other. 2. That what- 
ſoever you receive, that Account is to be made Debtor, and 


— whatſoever you deliver out, that Account is to be made Cre- 


ditor. 

But as there are many Tradeſmen, eſpecially Handicrafts, 
who manufacture their Stocks, and others that retail their 
Stocks, in very ſmall Parcels, which renders ſuch a Method 
of Book-keeping, very difficult and ſeemingly impracticable. 
I ſhall therefore begin with a Method that will be very eaſy 
and practicable to thoſe who may be inclined to fall into it. 
And here alſo, we may retain 4 Books, as afore, viz. A 
Caſh-Book, a Day-Book, a Bought-Book, and a Leidger ; with- 
out the Intervention of a Journal. 

All that will be neceſſary to this End, is, that in the In- 
ventory, all the Wares we are poſleſs'd of, be included under 
one Article, ſtiled Merchandize ; and then all the Charges we 
are at in manufacturing of it, will add to its Value; and fo 
the Account of Merchands ze muſt be made Debtor for it. 


And here, I would obſerve, to prevent the Leidger from be- 


ing too much burthened with the Account of Merchandize. A 
Book may be kept like unto a Caſh-Book, where Merchandixe 
is made Debtor for all Wares bought in, and for the Charges 
of manufacturing thoſe Wares; and made Creditor by all the 
Wares fold out, whether manufactured or not, This may be 
carried up into the Leidger, either by the Ballance of the 
Account, or in the whole both Debtor and Creditor, once 2 
Quarter, Month, or Week, as you pleaſe. I ſhall proceed 
to Example, which will render every Thing more clear 
than can be explained even by a Multitude of Words,

HA T generally goes under the Name of Merchant's 

Accompts, both in a domeſtic and foreign Trade, and 

particularly belongs to Merchants, whoſe Dealings 
moſtly run very much upon foreign Trade : And the Variety 
of additional Charges and Changes, that attends the Exporta- 
tion and Importation of Goods, makes ſuch a Method of Book- 
#eeping of abſolute Neceſſity to them. | 

Having gone through the Italian Method of —— 
in a domeſtic Way; I ſhall now proceed to that which peculiarly 
belongs to Merchants, whoſe — for the moſt Part run 
very much upon foreign Trade. And here it will be neceſ- 
fary to premiſe ſome Things that will greatly help to a right 
Underſtanding of the following Books; and therefore let it be 
obſerved; | | 

That when Goods are ſent to a Factor or Correſpondent be- 
yond Sea, then Voyage to the Place conſigned to ſuch 
Factor, muſt be made Debtor to the Goods, if they be your 
own, and ſtand entered in your Leidger. | 

Debtor to the Perſon of whom you bought them, if then 
bought upon Credit. 5 
Deb tor to Caſh if you have paid for them. 

And again Debtor to Caſh, for all Charges paid at Shipping, 
fo that conſequently the Voyage will generally become Debtor 
to ſundry Accounts, but to Caſh only when the yarn -_ 

955 dought

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bought with ready Money, the Charges of Shipping being 
added to the Price of them. 

If you pay Inſurance on the Goods ſent as aforeſaid, the 
Voyage muſt be made Debtor to Caſh for it. But if the In- 
ſurance Money be not paid, then the Voyage muſt be made 
Debtor to the Inſurer. | 

If the Goods ſent, happen to be loſt, then Profit and Loſs 
muſt be made Debtor to the Voyage for them, including all 
the Charges upon them: But it you have inſured them, then 
the Inſurer muſt be made Debtor to the Voyage for them;

All Remittances from your Factors to and Bills 
drawn upon them by you, muſt be made Debtor to ſuch 
Factor your Account currant for the ſame. | 

When you receive Goods from any Perſon, to ſell for his 
Account, then thoſe Goods for his Account muſt be made 
Debtor to Cath, for all Ch paid on them. 

If you ſell any of thoſe Goods, then Caſh if you fold them 
for Money, or the Perſon if you ſold them upon Credit, muſt 
be made Debtor to the Goods, mentioning upon whoſe Ac- 
count, and when the Goods are all fold, you muſt clofe the 
Account, making them Debtor to Caſh, for your after 
Charges thereupon, and Debtor to Profit and Loſs for your 
Commiſſion, and alſo Debtor to your.
